the better protection thereof 

lAB it enacted by the King’s most Excellent llajest?, by and 
lA with the advice and consent of tbe Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of tbe same, as follows : — 

5 1.^ This Act may be cited for all purposes as the Salmon Shopi t!i!c 

Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1905, and shall be construed as one with 
the Fisheries (Ireland) Acts, 1812 to IS91, and the said Acts and 
the Fisheries Close Season (Ireland) Act, 1895, and this Act may 
he cited together as the Fisheries (Ireland) Acts, 1S12 to 1905. 

10 2. This Act shall not apply to England or Scotland. Extent of 

3. In this Act tbe term *• tbe Fishery Authority ” shall mean Fishery 

“ the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Antholiiv. 
Ireland.” 

4. In the fresh n-atcr portion of any rirer it shall 1)S unlawful Nets in fresh 
15 to shoot or extend any seine, draft, snap, or other net for the 

capture of salmon or trout, in such a manner that such net, 
including any ropes, buoys, or other apparatus used in connection 
therewith, shall extend across more than two-thirds of the breadth 
of such river in tlie place where the net is being used, or in sueh 
20 water, as aforesaid, to use any such net within a distance of two 
hundred yards from any other net which is being used and has 
not been fully landed : Provided always, that it shall be lawful 
for the Fishery Authority for such period as the authority shall 
deem desirable to except from the operations of this section any 
25 several fishery or portion of a several fishery next above the tidal 
flow when such nets have heretofore been used, and provided 
always, that where in any such fresh water portion of any river 
there shall be two several fisheries^ separately owned and fished, 
and extending from opposite banks to a common boundary in the 
[Bill 154.] A 
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middle or oilier part of the stream of sucE river, it slialL not bo 
lawful to slioot or extend any net, as aforesaid, across more than 
two-thirds of the breadth of either of such fisheries ; and any 
person using any net contrary to any of the provisions of this 
section shall he subject to a penalty not exceeding ten pounds 5 
and not less than four poxmds, and any net used in contravention 
of any of the provisions of this section shall be forfeited. 

5. No seine, draft, snap, or other net for the capture of 
salmon or trout shall be used in any fresh water river, or in any 
lahe, save a*: such places therein respectively as such netting shall 10 
have bein carried on during any three separate fishing seasons 
during the ten years prior to the first day of January one thousand 
nine hundred and five by some person entitled to do so ; nor 
without a certificate permitting such netting having Ijeen first 
obtained from the Eishery Authority, which certificate the 15 
Eishery Authority are hereby empowered to give, and any 
person using any net in contravention of the provisions of 
this section shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
five pounds and not exceeding ten pounds for every offence, 
together with the forfeiture of the net used: Provided always, 20 
that nothing in this section shall be deemed to lessen tiio power 

of the Pislievy Authority to prohibit the use of nets in any place 
where the same may be injurious or detrimental to the free 
passage of fish, and provided that such certificate shall coJitain 
a description of the nature and number of the net or nets to bo 25 
useil, and provided always, that it shall he lawful for the owner 
or owners of such fishery to appeal against any refusal to grant 
such certificate or any restrictions or limitations therein by any 
order of the said Fishery Authority in manner lierein-aftcr 
provided in section nine of this Act. 30 

6. Any person committing au offence under section sixty-three 
of the Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1842, in connection with any dam, 
weir, or dyke, constructed after the passing of the Act, shall bo 
liable to be tried and convicted in a court of summary jurisdiction. 

7. It having been occasionally found that either by the act 35 
of the owner or from the action of the water a free gap in any 
fishing weir fails to comply with the provisions of the law or lias 
ceased to do so, for the better enforcement of the law in these 
respects the Fishery Authority shall appoint an officer, who shall 

be a duly qualified engineer, to inspect all fishing weii-s every 40 
third year or oftener if the Fishery Authority deem more frequent

iospecfciops desirable, aud the Fishery Authority shall have power A.D. ifiOo. 
to order such alteration to be carried out or acts done as apnear to 
them to be necessary in order to mate the free gap efficient, having 
regard to the existing currents of the ■water, the physical condition 
5 of the ri'ver, the depth of the water, and all other circumstances 
bearing on the efficiency of the free gap ; the cost of all such 
alterations carried out and acts done from time to time shall be 
paid out of the funds of the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for Ireland where the necessity for same

the killing hatches of any weir to which this section may apply. 

8. If the Fishery Authority shall be satisfied that a free Certiiicaie 
20 is efficient as aforesaid, or if the owner of the weir shall duly 

make such alteration in the free gap, or do such acts as may be legally con- 
ordered or directed by the Fishery Authority under the provisions 
of the last preceding section of this Act, the Fishery Authority 
shall give to such owner a certificate that the weir and gap are 
25 legally constructed, and such certificate shall remain in force 
and he conclusive evidence of the legality of such weir and gap 
while the free gap remains efficient or till the next inspection, 
when, if the free gap is efficient as aforesaid, a fresh certificate 
shall be given. 

30 9. The Fishery Authority shall preserve a record of every Fishery 

certificate granted under the provisions of tliis Act in respect of a 
fishing •weir, and every such certificate shall contain a description records of 
of the position of the free gap in reference to the structure of the 
weir and the measurements of such gap at the time the certificate to revoke 
35 was granted ; and it shall not be lawful for the Fishery Authority 

to revoke any such certificate unless and until it shall appear, condiiioDs.

Power to 16 . With respect to weirs, dams, dykes, or other erections 

existing on the tenth day of August one thousand eight hundred 35 
dams erected and forty-two, fov sustaining the water of suoh river for mill 
before 1842. power, navigation, irrigation, or other like purposes, and to wliicli 
the provisions of section fourteen of this Act do not apply, it shall 
he incumbent on the Fishery Authority, out of any funds in tlio 
hands of the Fishery Authority applicable thereto, to order and direct 40 
such alteration to he made thereon, or such additional work to ho 
added thereunto, as shall appear to the Fishery Authority necessary 
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to afford a free passage for fish, but without doing any unnecessary 
injury to navigation or to the effective working power of any mill 
or factory : Provided always, that before making any such order, 
or giving such direction, the Fishery Authority shall communicate 
5 in writing with the owner of any such erection in regard to which 
it is proposed to make any alteration or do additional work, and, 
if so req_uested hy such owner, shall hold a public local inqumy 
respecting the same. And it shall be lawful for such owner to 
appeal from any such order or direction of the Fishery Authority 
30 in like manner as is herein-hefore provided in respect of appeals 
from orders relating to free gaps in weirs ; and any fish pass so 
provided as aforesaid sliall he maintained hy the Fishery Authority 
out of any funds in their hands applicable thereto for the period 
of three years after the same shall have been provided as aforesaid ; 
15 aud from and after the expiration of such period of three years 
the owner of such weir, dam, dyke, or other erection shall maintain 
a fish pass in such weir, dam, or dyke, and the same shall be 
subject in all respects to the provisions herein-hefore contained with 
res])ect to weirs, dams, dykes, aud other erections constructed 
20 or enhanced since the tenth day of August one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-two. 

17. The owner or lessee of any weir, dam , dyke, or other erection 
placed after the tenth day of August one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-two in or across auy river frequented hy salmon or 

25 trout, for sustaining the water of such river for mill or hydraulic 
power, or for navigation, irrigation, or other purposes, and which 
dam, dyke, or other erection is decided hy the Fishery Authority 
to he defective in respect of non-compliance wiih the provision for 
the free passage of fish specified in section sLxty-tbree of the 
30 Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1842, shall he liable to a penalty of five 
jiounds for every day during which such dam, dyke, or other 
erection shall be so defective. 

18. Where a turbine or other hydraulic macliine is supplied 
by means of a watercourse with water from a river frequented 

36 by salmon, the person owning or using such turbine or other 
hydraulic machine shall, if so required hy the iaspectors of Irish 
Fisheries, construct immediately on the up-stream side of the said 
turbine or other hydraulic machine a by-wash extending in depth 
to the level of the bottom of such watercourse, and joining such 
40 watercourse with such river ; and shall also construct in such 
watercourse immediately on the down-stream aide of such by-uasli, 
gratings or other efficient means so as to prevent salmon or the

hereby empowered to give, shall catch, or attempt to catch, or shall 
have in his custody or possession, daring the close season for the 
same, any salmon or trout for the purpose of artificial propagation 
or other scientific purposes, and nothing in the said Acts contained 
20 shall prejudice^the legal right of any owner of the soil and bed 
thereof to take materials from any part of any stream, other than 
such part thereof as is a spawning bed for salmon or trout, and from 
such spawning beds gravel shall not be taken by any person 
whosoever, without the consent of the Fishery Authority. 

25 56. It shall be lawful for the Fishery Authority, anythiug in 

the Fisheries (Ireland) Acta, 1S42 to 1891, notwithstanding, to 
grant permission in writing to any person to purchase or sell at any 
season of the year the spawn and fry of salmon or trout, provided 
that such permission shall be limited to purchase or sale exclusivcdy 
30 for the purpose of artificial propagation or the stocking of rivers, 
and be subject to such restrietious and regulations as the Fisliery 
Authority may deem it expedient to impose thereon ; and auy person 
who shall sell or purchase, or have in his possession any such spawn 
or fry without such permission, or contrary to such restrictions or 
35 regulations, shall he liable to a penalty of not less than two pounds 
and not exceeding ten pounds for every such offence. 

56. It shall be lawful for the Fishery Authority to give 
permission in writing to any person engaged in the business of 
propagating trout artificially, in any waters safeguarded from any 
40 communication with auy river or lake frequented by salmon, to 
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take from suck waters for tlie purpose of sale, and to sell, any 
rainbow trout during the close season for salmon within the district 
in whicli sirch waters are situate. Provided always, tliat such sale 
shall be exclusively for the purpose of stocking any river, lake, or 
other water not frequented hy salmon ; and any person who shall 5 
place, or throw, or negligently or wilfully allow any rainbow trout 
to escape into auy river or lake frequented by salmon, or any 
tributary thereof, without first having obtained the permission in 
writing of the Fishery Authority, which permission the Fishery 
Atithority are hereby empowered to give, such, person shall bo liable 10 
to a penalty of not less than ten ^^oimds and not exceeding fifty 
pounds. Provided always, that the Fishery Authority shall not give 
such permission unless aud until the consent of the owners, 
occupiers, or other persons substantially interested in the salmon 
fisheries of the river or lake into which it is proposed to place any 15 
rainbow trout shall have been first obtained hy the Fishery 
Authority. 

57. It shall be lawful for the Fishery Authority, by byelaws 

made from time to time, to define and re-defitie from time to time, 
the boundary between the tidal and fresh water portion of any river 20 
for the purposes of the Fisheries (Ireland) Acts, 1842 to 1905. 
Provided always, that the making of, and the appeal from, any 
such byelaws shall be subject to all the provisions now in force 
relating to the making of or appeals from byelaws made under the 
said Acts. 25 

58. When a Board of Conservators finds its revenue inade- 
quate for the proper protection of the fisheries in its district it may 
after obtaining the consent of the Fishery Authority thereto under 
the provisions of the Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1848, and the Salmon 
Fishery (Ireland) Act, 1863, increase all licence duties up to an 30 
amount not exceeding double the licence duties payable. 

59. The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruc- 
tion shall appoint two chief inspectors of Fisheries and allocate to 
one, who shall he an expert in the subject, all questions relating to 
sea fish and the marine fisheries, aud t’,> the other, who shall 35 
likewise he an expert in the matters requiring his attention, all 
questions rdating to the inland fisheries, together with the iisiieries 

of estuaries and the sea coast so far as salmon, trout, char, and eels 
are concerned, and the said Department shall further appoint an 
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engineer possessing a special knowledge of salmon passes, fisliing 1905. 
weii'S, and the engineering side of fishery preservation generally. 

60. On or before the tliiHy-firsi day of Jamiary in each year Conservators 
every Board of Conservators shall submit to the Fishery Authority 

5 a statement of accounts showing its revenue for the twelve months 
ending the iUrty-Jirst day of December, the sums received in 
respect of the various classes of licences, together with details of 
the year’s expenditure, and a statement showing in such detail as 
the Fishery Authority may require the proposed expenditure for 

10 the current year. 

61. All public funds at the disposal of the Fishery Authority Fisiiery 
shall be disposed of entirely at the discretion of the authority; 

and all expenses incurred hy the principal bailiffs, inspectors, and powers of 
engineei' shall be ^Kvrt of the expenses of the Department, and the 

15 Fishery Authority shall have power, and may, when they deem 
it necessary, institute and conduct proceedings in the High Court 
of Justice, county courts, and petty sessions courts at the expense 
of the Department for the purpose of more efficiently preserving 
and benefiting the fisheries. 

20 ^>2. Ko byelaw relating to tbe regulation of fisheries or the Byelaws in 

preservation of salmon or trout shall be deemed invalid by reason 
of its being connected wdth or in aid of an existing prohibition meEts, i-e. 
or enactment. 

63. The Fishery Aixthority may prohibit or otherwise regulate Baits ana 

25 the. uses of such baits and lures for the capture of salmon or trout 

as, in the opinion of the Fishery Authority, may he injurious lo 
fair fishing or be used to cover poaching practices. 

64. AU appeals from petty sessions to the quarter sessions Appeals to 
under the Fishery Acts shall be heard by the rec'jrder or county 

30 court judge sitting alone. 

65. Any person committing an offence under this Act or any Penalty for 
byelaw or regulation made by the Fishery Authority or Board of 
Conservators under this Act for which no penalty is herein pro- herem pro- 
vided, shall he liable to trial and conviction in a court of summary 

35 jurisdiction and to a penalty of not less than two pounds or more 
than twenty jioimds, and in default of payment of such penalty to 
be imprisoned for a period of not less than one week or more than 
four weeks. 
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A.D. 1905 . 00, In any proceedings under the Fishery Acts, the produc- 

Prorl^Ds tion of a certificate of analysis by an analyst shall be sufficient 
astocertifi- evidence of the facts stated therein unless the court requires 
fiie analyst be called as a witness. A copy of each such 
certificate shall be sent to the complainant or defendant, as the 5 
case may be, three clear days before the date fixed for the hearing 
of such proceedings, and if it be not so sent the court may, if 
it thinks fit, adjourn such hearing on such terms as may seem 
proper.
